SAFETY FIRST. 


What would be your position finan- 


cially if your store were suddenly and 


totally destroyed to-night? Does 
such a thing ever happen? Have you 
ever stopped to fully consider what 
such a thing would mean to you? 
We Pharmacists are very apt to for- 
get that our stock gradually and con- 
tinuously is increasing in quantity and 
quality. We are also apt to forget 
particularly at the present time be- 
cause of the great increase in the 


price of drugs that our stock is worth 


hundreds and in some instances thou- 
sands of dollars more than the same 
stock a year or two back. Yet how 
many of us have taken invoice within 
the last year or two and how many of 
us have increased our insurance to 
meet this new condition? It does not 
appear to us wise to take too great 
risks when for a few extra dollars a 
first-class insurance company is will- 
ing to assume a reasonable part of 
this liability. 

We feel it a duty to call attention 
to this part of the business because 
the average business man is very apt 
to neglect to keep pace with rapidly 
changing conditions. It is quite pos- 
sible to be so taken up with the every-

day routine of the drug store that a 


man may jeopardize his life savings 


through carelessly assuming: too much — 


risk, 

Have your stock invoiced at least 
once a year and carefully and delib- 
erately settle upon the question. 
Should a business man in your posi- 


tion assume. ten, twenty or fifty per 


cent. of the liability? Insurance rates 
are now so favorable that we do not 
see why a man should become gray- 


headed and risk his life savings for 
the small sum of the premium on a 


policy. 
Think about this and ask yourself 


if you are playing a careful business 
game. 


THE PHARMACOPOEIA AND 
PHARMACOGNOSY. 


It is interesting to note that the 
new Pharmacopoeia recognizes Phar- 
macognosy as a science. Those who 
have been associated with the subject 
have long recognized that it was a 
science. But until the Pharmacopoeia 
said so it was very difficult to con- 
vince Pharmacists: of its use and 
needs. 

If you are now dealing with crude 
drugs it is very necessary to know 
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the subject and it is gratifying to 
teachers in particular to be able to 
clinch their arguments to students of 
the necessity and value of this im- 
portant subject. 

Try to sell spice and powder drugs 
hereafter without a knowledge of 
Pharmacognosy and note how quickly 
you may get into trouble. r 


THE PAPER PROBLEM. 


It is doubtless unnecessary to tell 
the pharmacist that the price of paper 
has become a serious matter in the 
United States. Within the last few 
days we understand agents of the Uni- 
ted States | government have been 


taking notes relative to the conditions 
Within the last © 


on the Pacific Coast. 
year or so the price of most paper 
has increased from 100% to 200%. 


This makes a serious condition in the 


profits of pharmacists and particularly 
so in the case of publications, the ma- 
jority of which, especially in pharma- 
ceutical lines, have been published at 
exceptionally low subscription prices. 
We are unable to predict where the 
rising prices in this material will stop. 

A very large number of publications 
throughout the country are commencing 
to realize that some definite steps should 
be taken to limit the wholesale execu- 
tion of legitimate business. We are 
under the impression that the law of 
supply and demand which controls the 
prices is not entirely responsible for this 
special state of affairs. eis 

We hope some definite steps will be 
taken to assist the printing industry 
in this crisis. We believe that we have 
in this country both the material and 
the means of furnishing far more than 
our present needs, if some definite 
legal steps could be taken to properly 
care for the control of the crude ma- 
terials. 


Don’t stop when your. customer 
complains that an article is too ex- 
pensive, but explain the difference be- 
tween expensive and high-priced. 


HOME CULTIVATION OF ME- 
DICINAL PLANTS. 


Col. William M. Johnson. — 


Shawnee Mission (R. R. Rosedale), 
Kansas. 


“For assurance of long life, health, 
pleasure and contentment, I commend 
thee to the gentle art of gardening.” — 

You will guess who was the author, 
and from personal experience I have 
an intuition that he combined in his 


garden the cultivation of medicinai 


plants for the seed, root and leaf, with | 
the usual variety of food for his table; 
and no doubt generously interspersed 


throughout the whole were the many 


flowers that so greatly add to the 
pleasure of gardening. For without 
“yarbs” and flowers a garden is truly 
incomplete. 

Viewing this subject purely as a 
layman, and with the memory of “doc- 


toring” being almost wholly conduct- 


ed with home grown and native found 
medicinal substances, and reverting 
back sixty years when the physician s 
only instruments were the lancet and 
the cupping glass, the widely separ- 
ated homesteads and plantations were 


indeed sorry and badly equipped with- 


out an ample store of wormwood, 
sage, thyme, dandelion root, mus- 
tard, nightshade, fox glove, catnip, 
pennyroyal, hops, life everlasting, 
boneset, wild cherry bark, sumac, 
tansy, mullein, clover tops, yarrow, 
poke root, blood root, golden seal, gin- 
seng, Indian tobacco, horsenettle, jim- 
son weed, lily of the valley, sweet flag, 
lamb’s tongue, witch hazel, bitter 
sweet, prickly ash bark and berries, 
slippery elm, fennel, pleurisy or white 
root, cotton root, water pepper, red 
peppers, flax seed, comfrey, wormseed, 
and many others which I need not 
mention to you. The seed cuttings, 
roots and seedlings of these varied 
medicinal plants were highly valued 
and esteemed, and the housewife lost 
caste indeed who was not skilled in 
the management and growing of these 
necessaries, each of which was well 
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known, cherished and identified alike 


to the householder and the slave 
“mammy.” 
Hardy and full-blooded as men were 
sixty years ago, the general practise 
was each spring to either be bled or 
to “take something” for the blood. 
Before this body it is useless for me 
to state what roots and barks were 


usually used for this purpose. All the — 


docks were cultivated very extensively 
and used as “greens.” This was held 
to be a pleasant and effective method 
of purifying the blood, while tea from 
cockleburr had no equal as a remedy 
for whooping cough. Poke root was 
largely used in blood bitters, while 
the leaves were eaten as greens and 
the berries baked into pie; but the 
fresh root was also highly esteemed as 
a poultice for all rheumatic pains. 
For this purpose it was sliced, mashed, 
baked, and put on hot, and while it 
often brought on nausea, it seldom 
failed to cure the pain. Sassafras tea 
was a great favorite used in nearly 
every home, but was thoroughly de- 
spised by the English and Scotch 
who when visiting and asked to have 
a cup of tea would say “yes, but no 
scrub Hyson.” Prickly ash bark and 
berries have a value that was highly 


appreciated in those days as alterative, | 


antimalarial and tonic, and entered 
into most all early day bitters. 

And we also had our quick acting 
nitre which was a few honey bees 
crushed and brewed into a tea. This 
never failed to relieve urinary reten- 
tion. And we had, too, our tincture of 
iron. All iron was scarce and we had a 
small iron kettle sunk in the ground in 
our garden in which we would place 
scraps of iron that we could get hold 
of, such as used horseshoe nails (all 
horseshoe nails of that time were hand 
made), small pieces that were left over 
in the blacksmith shop and any other 
iron scraps. Wire at that time in this 


part of the country was almost un-| 


known. This we put in the kettle and 
covered over with home-made vinegar 
and there left it until our tincture was 
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formed, and this was much called for 
and given and used with fine results. 


And we had our nannie tea, the 
sovereign remedy for measles. I will 
venture that almost every person 
raised in the Missouri Valley and who 
is now 60 years old, has been given 
nannie tea during youth, and this is 
now only used for fertilizer. ‘Tobacco 
was extensively planted in this region | 
in the earlier days, and every garden . 
had a small patch of tobacco plants 


which was carefully watched and 
tended. 


- People sixty years ago averaged 
much more hardy, stronger and larger 
than they are to-day, and I attribute 
this to the outdoor life which they 
lead and their close contact with the 
soil. Everybody always ached for 
spring to come so they could go bare- 
footed. The contact of the feet with 
the cool earth was in itself an -anti- 
phlogistic which dissipated many bod- 
ily ills, and this was thoroughly under- 
stood among all classes. Now we sel- 
dom get our feet off the hot, hard 
stone walks and pavements. Our | 
modern cities seem each day more and 
more to grow to be but heat and dis- 
ease holding iron and stone excres- 
sences upon the face of the earth. 
These seize and absorb and evaporate 
into the air all of motsture jn life 
that ventures into them. The scien- 
tists seem to be planning a future for 
man when his diet will be sand and 
cement with steel shavings for dessert, 
and he will indeed be a thing fearful 
and wonderful to look upon. For mod- 
ern man who would preserve health and 
life in congested districts, the garden is 
the one salvation, and it is so recom- 
mended by the best physicians. Com- 
bining a few medicinal plants and flow- 
ers with the garden brings and holds the 
spice of life and health. I commend to 
you the gentle art of gardening not alone 
for the mental and physical benefits to 
be derived, but also for financial rea- 
sons. Practically all of the aforemen- 
tioned medicinal plants can be success- 
fully grown and cultivated in this 
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region on a large scale and with con- 
siderable profit. Many of them grow 
wild and would scarcely need any cul- 
tivation whatever after once being 
given a good start. It is said that the 


MANY TYPHOID OUTBREAKS) 
TO DIRTY MILK. 


There have been several milk-borne 
epidemics of typhoid fever in Cali- 
fornia during the past ten years, all 
of which would never have occurred 
if the new pasteurization law, which 
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agriculturist is, that the farmer makes 
his money in the country and spends 


it in the city, while the agriculturist — 


makes his money in the city and 
spends it in the country. In these 
days of hobbies it might be a good 


idea for some of you pill-rollers who 
are, I am told, making skads of 


money, to take on the role of agri- 


culturist with the view of combining 


-money-making with health and pleas- 
ure. No doubt many of you who are 
here to-day are the owners of farms. 
Considering even the present high 
prices of all farm products they are in 


no way in the same class with the cul- 


tivated medicinal plants as money- 
makers. For example, fennel seed, 
which grows wild most anywhere and 
is said to yield about 600 pounds per 
acre, is now worth about one dollar 
per pound. Coriander seed, easily 


grown, yields, it is said, about 500 
pounds per acre, but is only worth 


fifteen cents per pound. Chamomile 
flowers grow everywhere and yield as 
much as 400 pounds per acre and are 
worth from sixty-five to eighty-five 
cents per pound to-day. Calamus root 
is another example; it grows wild, is 


plowed up and under on many a farm 
every year as a pest, and is worth to- 


day about two dollars a pound. Cana- 
bis indica is worth three dollars, pul- 
satilla, four dollars; golden seal, six 


dollars, and ginseng, eight dollars per 


- pound respectively, and all of these 
and many others can be most success- 
fully and profitably cultivated. I will 
leave the discussion of this matter 
with you who are, no doubt, more 
familiar with these market values than 


I am. But once again I commend to 


you the gentle art of gardening. 


goes into effect October Ist, had been 
in force at the times that these epi- 
demics occurred. This means that 


the 382 cases in the milk-borne ‘epi- 


demics at Palo Alto, Colusa, Rich- 


mond, Taft and Maricopa might have 


been prevented. In the Palo Alto 
epidemic alone, there were 226 cases | 
traced directly to infected milk sup- 
plies, and in the epidemic in the oil 
fields, just brought under control, 
there were 112 cases, and the source 
of the epidemic was found in a dairy. 
The epidemics at Colusa and Rich- 
mond were of minor importance as 
far as the number of persons affected 
is concerned, but had the source of 
infection not been discovered prompt- 
ly, these epidemics might have as- 
sumed much greater importance.

Professor Searley spoke in testimony 
of President Painters’ great personal 


worth, his unswerving integrity, his un- 
tiring energy and his intense devotion to_ 


the Society and College. 

“Having at various times filled the 
offices of President, Vice President, Pro- 
fessor, Dean and Chairman of the 
- Board of Trustees and the Building 
Committee, he performed a_ large 
amount of work while living amongst 


us to the great benefit of Pharmacy on 


this Coast, and retained his interest in 
our organization after he had ceased to 
reside in this State.” 

Mention was made of the fine portrait 
of Professor Painter hanging in the 
library room of the College. 


This portrait was presented to the 


College by Mr. Alexander, President of 
the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion in June, 1889. 


It was resolved to call a special meet- 


ing later in the month to consider the 
various questions proposed for consid- 
eration of the United States Pharma- 
copoeeial Convention. 

This meeting was held on the evening 
of February 27, 1890. Ten questions 
were presented and debated at this 
meeting. | 

“1. In your opinion, what are the 
principal faults with the Pharmacopceia 
of 1880?” This question was “passed 
without comment.” 

“2, Should the price of the work be 
reduced?” It was resolved that the 
Revision Committee should endeavor to 
have the price reduced to $2.50 in cloth 
binding. 

“3. Should the present system of 
weights and measures be retained, or 
should it be supplemented with equiva- 
lents in metric and apothecaries’ sys- 
tems,,or should solids be estimated by 
weight and liquids by measure?” 

It was resolved “That solids be es- 
timated Oy weight, and liquids by 
measure.” it was.also resolved “That 
the present system of weights be re- 
tained; that it be supplemented by 


equivalents in the metric system of 
weights and measures and also in ayinr- 
dupois weights and wine measures.” 

“4, Should the Table of Solubilities, 
etc., be retained, annulled or added to?” 


It was resolved that the table should be 


retained and added to. 
“5. Should the descriptions 


and preparations, chemical tests, medic-. 


inal effects., etc., be embraced ?” 

It was the sense of the meeting 
“that: all should be embraced with the 
exception of the medicinal effects, which 
should be eliminated.” 

“6. Should preparations be standard- 
ized, and if so, how far should this re- 
quirement be made to apply is 

The meeting recommended that drugs, 
rather than preparations be standard- 
ized, at least such as contain alkaloids 
or other active principles. — 

“7. Should methods of assay be in- 


troduced ?” 


It was resolved that inetd of assay 


be retained and further introduced 


where found necessary. 
“8, What new drugs, chemicals and 
preparations should be introduced?” 
“9, What old ones omitted ?” 


The above two questions were passed — 
without recommendation. 


“10. Should any of the new syn-— 


thetic chemicals, such as antypsin, etc., 
be admitted? If so, under what con- 
ditions? Should any copyrighted or 
patented preparations be included ?” 


In relation to the above it was decided 
to recommend the admission to the 


Pharmacopoeia of such new synthetic 
chemicals as are in ordinary use by 
their chemical names, with proper tests 
for their identity and purity and that 


the copyrighted names be referred to 


amongst the synonyms. 

It was also resolved “That the dele- 
gates be instructed to recommend the 
adoption of as many synonyms to the 
names of drugs, and translation into 
modern languages as practicable.” 

Mr. Searby proposed the following 


resolution which was seconded and 
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adopted; “That we the in- 


sertion of a table of maximum doses, 
beyond which drugs and preparations 
may not be dispensed, unless the pre- 
scriber shall have signified in some rec- 
ognized manner that such doses were in- 
tentionally prescribed.” —

The second semi-annual meet'ng of 
the Society and College was. held at

vin presided and made a response to an 


address of welcome by the Mayor of 


San Jose. 


The report of the. Committee on Revi- 


sion of the Pharmacopceia was pre- 


sented by Professor Searby. He stated 
that he was one of one hundred and 
seventy delegates from one hundred 
and ten bodies meeting at Washington, 


D. C., May 7, 1890. 


The chief subjects of controversy 
seemed to be “standardization” and 
“weights and measures.” The ten “ques- 
tions” proposed at the meeting of the 
San Francisco Druggists in February of 
the same year were presented and sev- 
erally discussed by the convention. Sev- 
eral were voted down. Section 3, 
“Assay process for Galenical Prepara- 


tions,’ elicited much discussion. Sec- 


tion 10 was adopted to read as follows: 
“It is recommended that solids be 
weighed and liquids be measured and 
that the metric system alone be used.” 

President Melvin presented a lengthy 


‘report in which he dilated upon such 


subjects as, “Preliminary education,” 
“Length of College course,” Curricu- 
lum,” “The new Pharmacy Law of Cali- 
fornia,’ “Mistakes in dispensing, etc.” 

Papers were read on the following 
topics: “Some ointments of the Phar- 
macopeeia,’ by John Devine; “Chloride 
of Zine as an escharotic,’ by S. A. Mc- 
Donnell; “On digestive ferments,” by 
H. F. Meier; “Corrosive Sublimate in 
presence of essential oils,” by S. A. 
McDonnell ; “The Microscope as an aid 
to Pharmacists,” by A. B. Brecken- 
feld, and “Trade Interests,” a statement 
of the San Francisco Retail Druggists’ 
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Association, by James G. Steele, its 
secretary. 

The twenty-first annual meeting of the 
College was held on November 20, 1890, 
at 113 Fulton Street, San Francisco. 

At this meeting was read the resig- 
nation of Professor E. W. Runyon who 
had filled the chair of Pharmacy for 
several years and also acted as Dean. 
His resignation was accepted. It was 
understood that Prof. Runyon was about 
to go to New York where he had made 
a business investment. 


Reports, from the officers and he 


Dean of the College of Pharmacy were 
read and accepted. It was shown that 
both institutions were ina flourishing 
condition. 

President Melvin referred in his re- 


port to the semi-annual meeting held 


the previous May in San Jose, which 
was well attended and of much inter- 
est. He regretted the resignation of 
Professor Runyon. He referred to the 
Pharmacy Law recently passed by the 
State Legislature. He also recommended 
purchase of microscopes for the Col- 
lege for use of the classes. _ 
The report of the Secretary showed

year $4,109.39, and disbursed $2,588.50, 
leaving a balance on hand of $1,540.89.

State Bureau of Pure Foods and 
Drugs, with laboratories in Berkeley, 
gave an interesting lecture before the 
pharmacy students October 31. The 


_ purpose of this talk was to give the 
students a broad idea of the State 


Food and Drugs Act, also some rules 
to observe in order to fight clear of an 
inspector. 
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A number of the preparations which 
are generally found below the U. S. P. 
standard are: Alcohol, camphorated 
oil, spirits of camphor, formaldehyde, 
essence of ginger, peppermint, and aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia. An excel- 
lent way to play safe on these or any 
other preparations is to follow closely 
the U. S. P. and see that everything 
that goes to make it up is aS pure as 
can be obtained. 


Mr. Lea added that one ieteiad of 


insuring purity of drugs dispensed in 
- original containers was “to have a legal 
guarantee to every purchase from the 
wholesale dealer and then know where 
to find him if the article does not come 
up to the standard.” 


Another clause of the Drug Act pro- 
hibits the mislabeling of patent medi- 
cines, and one can be prosecuted if it 
is proven that the article is falsely and 
fraudulently represented on the label. 
Some good examples of “fakes” which 
were made public by the Bureau are: 
“Oil of Health,’ guaranteed to cure 
any ailment—‘a wonderful mineral 
water,” which when traced down was 
found to come from a well producing 
non-potable water; and “Radium 


Water,’ another cure-all. These were 


nothing else but San Francisco city 
water. 


Aspirin is being imitated by many at 
this time. One product was analyzed 
and found’ to contain starch, milk of 
sugar and tartaric acid instead of acetyl 
salicylic acid. 


Mr. Lea, in concluding, said never 
let an inspector get hold of a line of 
medicines claiming to be Jones’ Milk 
of Magnesia if some one else put it up 
for Jones; in other words, do not use 


the possessive case unless you make 
the article.

_ NINTH REVISION OF THE 
PHARMACOPOEIA. | 


_By Prof. F. W. Nish. 
Additions to The Pharmacopoeia. 


1. Acidum Phenylcinchoninicum or 


Phenyl-quinoline-carboxylic acid. This 
acid is known by the trade name of 


“Atophan.” Quoting from New and 


Non-official Remedies (1913, p. 46): 
“Atophan is 2-phenylquinolin-4-carbox- 
ylic acid. 2-phenyl-quinolin-4-carbox- 
ylic acid was described by Doebner and 
Giesecke in 1887 ,—who prepared it by 
warming together pyroracemic acid, 
benzaldehyde and anilin in alcoholic sO- 
lution. Its therapeutic action was de- 


scribed by Nicolaier and Dohrn in 


1908.” 

Different authorities tell us that this 
acid can be made by oxidizing cincho- 
nine with nitric acid or with potassium 
permanganate in the presence of 


phenol; or it can be made from quino- 
line ( CHiN) by a similar oxidizing 


process. 

Quinoline has the formiila—CGHLN. 

Quinoline carboxylic acid has the 
formula—C.H.N (COOH). 

Phenyl-quinoline-carboxylic acid has 
the formula— (CeHs) (CO

Since this acid has been made of- 
ficial in the U. S. P., it can legally be 


produced and sold under the official 


title by.any firm caring to embark in 
this.enterprise. It must be remembered, 
however, that the above named manu- 
facturers have the exclusive right to 
produce and market this article under 
the name. of ‘“Atophan.” It is used 
to increase. uric acid excretion and is 
said to. be useful in the treatment of 
gout and theumatism. 


2.. Aspidosperma. career of 
aspidosperma as a remedial agent has 


beén very checkered, it having been 


dropped from some of the former re- 


visions of the U. S. P. to be subse- 
quently taken up and again made of- 


ficial in others. Just why aspidosperma 
has been made official in the present 


revision is not quite clear in the minds 
of many practical physicians and phar- 


macists.

‘SOME PROBLEMS OF CAPSULE 


While most retail pharmacists are 


extensive users of empty gelatin cap-_ 
sules, it is probable that comparatively 
few of them have any distinct con- 


ception of the many details incident to 
the production of these every-day es- 


sentials. To meet the requirements of | 


the prescription druggist of to-day, 
empty capsules must be pliable, so as 
not to break in handling; they must 
be uniform in size, shape and _thick- 
ness; they must be transparent; they 


must be free from grease-spots; they 
must fit perfectly—caps to bodies. The 


modern .capsule is a thing of beauty 
and a work of art. It takes money, 
machinery and “know-how” to pro- 
duce it. 

“Tt isn’t abe that $25,000 is put 
into a set of molds for capsule-making ; 
yet that is what we did in this de- 
partment,’ says the foreman of Parke, 
Davis & Company’s capsule plant in a 
recent issue of “Modern Pharmacy.” 
“In making these molds our first con- 
sideration was to have all capsules 


uniform as to size and fit, and with. 


this idea in mind the permissible varia- 
tion between any two of the 72,000 
molds which are used for . producing 


our new No. 2 capsules, for example, 


was set at 1-2000th of. an inch. This 
called for very exacting manufactur- 


ing conditions in our .machine-shop. 
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It took six machinists two years to 
make the 450,000 pins or molds for 
the new product. It required also the 


services of four inspectors constantly 


examining these molds as they went 
through the various steps of forming 
and assembling. Usually a capsule- 
maker has all of his machinery made 
by an outside manufacturer of phar- 
maceutical apparatus, which partially 


accounts for the fact that his capsules. 


do not begin to compare with ours in 
point of fit or uniformity. 

“Our next problem,” continues the 
“was to improve the lubricant. 
This step in the process is one about 
which less is said or known than any 
other, but it is probably the most im- 


portant in the series of operations 


necessary to produce a capsule, for 
upon the oiling of the molds depends 
the transparency and gloss of the cap- 
sule, and also, to some extent, the 
thickness. Not enough lubricant 
causes a dull appearance and_ thick 
walls; too much makes the -capsule 


thin and very likely to form holes. 


Our method of cooling the molds and 


of dipping capsules insures their hav- 


ing firm and heavy ends, which prevent 
crushing or collapsing while they are 


being filled. 


“Tt ought to be cine seen why 
our capsules are superior to those of 
other make,” says the writer in sum- 
ming up. “And they cost no more.”

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THE AMERICAN MEDICO-PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL LEAGUE. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
executive committee of this medical 
association occurred on Monday eve- 


ning, October 23, 1916, at 140 South 


Portland avenue, Brooklyn, New 
York City. 

After the election of new members, 
Dr. Brothers, the corresponding sec- 
retary, announced that he took pleas- 
ure in reporting that his prediction 


last month had come true—the mem- 
bership had now passed the thousand 
mark, 1025 new members having 


been elected during the past forty- 
two months of active labor. This, 
of course, was exclusive of the old 


members. 


A. member called attention to the 
fact that New York City prices at 
wholesale druggists’ showed a great 


‘lack of uniformity on many chemicals. 
‘The same day, lately, one could pur- 
chase small quantities of Rochelle 
salts at 32 cents a pound from one 


wholesale dealer, while another asked 
45 cents per pound. Also in the case 
of peroxide of hydrogen .in 4-ounce 
bottles, one wholesale dealer asked 60 
cents for a single dozen, and another, 
80 cents per dozen. 

The committee’s attention was 
called to the action taken by a com- 
mittee of the American Public Health 
Association, in concluding that the 
following causes of death are not ac- 
ceptable, unless confirmed by a lab- 


oratory diagnosis disclosing the etio- 


logical factor: Relapsing fever, ma- 
laria, dysentery, glanders, anthrax, 
gonococcus infection, leukaemia, an- 
kylostomiasis and intestinal parasites. 
J. Leon Lascoff, Phar. D., submit- 
ted a report on the changes in the 
new editions of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia and National Formu- 
lary, as follows: 1. The dismissal of 


about 20 per cent. of the articles 
found in the old Pharmacopoeia. 2. 
The transfer of certain galenicals 
from the Pharmacopoeia to the For- 


mulary. 3. The introduction of off- 
cial abbreviations. 4. The introduc- 
tion of synonyms after the official 
titles. 5. The addition of 68 prepara- 
tions to the Pharmacopoeia. 6. 
Changes in the strength and assay of 
drugs and preparations. 

It was decided to hold the next 
meeting of the executive committee 
on the evening of November 27th, at 
516 W. 140th street, New York City.

INSECTICIDES PURER. 


That the Insecticide and Fungicide 
Act of 1910 has resulted in marked 
improvement in the quality of insecti- 


cides and fungicides entering inter- 


state commerce, is shown by the an- 
nual report of the Insecticide and 
Fungicide Board for the fiscal year 


ended June 30, 1916. Persistent sam- 
pling of four of the leading substances 


used in spraying’ shows a marked re- 
duction in the number of violations 
of the act compared to preceding 
years. In 1915 only 8 per cent. of 


‘the samples of. lead arsenate taken 


were in violation of the act, whereas 
in 1911-12, 60 per cent. violated the 
law. Similarly the violations found in 
lime-sulphur solutions had fallen from 
94 per cent. to 14 per cent., and Bor- 
deaux mixture from 98 per cent. to 
36 per cent. Only 19 per cent. of the 
shipments of Paris green examined 
showed any violation, whereas in 
1911-12, 28 per cent. of these ship- 
ments were objectionable. 


While these results are probably 
due partly to the effect of deterrent 
prosecutions, they are due in even 
greater measure to the assistance the 
Department’s scientists have accord- 
ed to manufacturers in making their 


products of standard strength and to 


the growing practice on the part of 
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manufacturers of adapting themselves 
to improved methods and tests. 


In this work during the past year, 
the inspectors collected 1487 samples 
of. different shipments. Of these, 190 
were of insecticidal preparations for 
household use and 221 were of disin- 
fectants, germicides, and bactericides 
for the prevention of diseases of hu- 
man beings as well as of domestic ani- 
mals. The Department during the 


past year has given particular atten- 


tion to the prevention of the sale in 
interstate commerce of products rec- 
ommended for household use which 
are either impotent or the value of 
which is. misrepresented on _ labels. 


Many samples of arsenates, Bordeaux 


mixtures, sulphur, and other prepara- 
tions also were taken. 


In preventing the importation of 


the Insecticide and Fungicide Board 
collected 35 import samples. In the 
case of five preparations it was rec- 
ommended that entry into this coun- 
try be entirely forbidden or that the 


consignments be released only after 


being correctly labeled. In nine other 
cases it was recommended that future 
shipments be detained. The remain- 
ing samples complied with the law. 

The board devotes considerable at- 
tention to investigational work for the 
determination of the value of various 
commercial insecticides and _ fungi- 
cides. It announces that it has un- 


der way tests of the merits of com-. 


mercial dust and liquid sprays in the 
control of insects and diseases. These 
will include tests of articles com- 
posed of finely ground sulphur in 
combination with arsenate of lead, 
with a diluent such as finely ground 
lime or gypsum. ‘The board also is 
investigating the value of different 
commercial pyrethrum powders, to- 
bacco powders, nicotine solutions, 
etc., when used as sprays, dusts or 
fumigants.

BOOK REVIEW. 


Lessons in Pharmaceutical Latin and 
Prescription Writmg and Interpre- 
tation. By Hugh C. Muldoon, 
Ph. G., Instructor in Organic and 
Analytical Chemistry and _ Latin, 
Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy, Boston. Published by John 
Wiley & Sons, Inc., New York. 
Price $1.25. 

This is an excellent little book and 
should be extensively distributed to 
students of pharmacy, dentistry and 
even medicine. It is divided into twen- 
ty-five chapters and covers practically 
all of the Latin grammar as applies to 
prescription writing and interpretation. 
The interesting thing about it is that 
it applies the Latin grammar and its 
rules to pharmaceutical words and lan- 


- guage. All the while the student is 


associated with pharmaceutical words. 
He therefore should not find it labori- 


ous to memorize the few important 


rules laid down. It gives exercises 
for translation and transposition. It is 
one of the best little books of its kind 
which has come to our attention in re- 
cent years, and we hope that it may be 
widely distributed for the good it may 
accomplish in pharmaceutical and allied — 
medical sciences.
